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Different phases of any school’s history have shifting emphases on just what is important. Ridley’s 
2009/10 year was a great year for growth of belief in the all-round talents which are emerging in the 
Arts — testimony to the creative breadth of the school. 


The inaugural Celebration of the Arts Festival in the Fieldhouse was a combined celebration of the 
talents of the whole school. It featured, not only the first performances on the stage of people as 
young as Kindergarten age, but also an inspired selection from Clyde Dawson's silver medal winning 
Jazz band who had been successful in Ottawa at Victoria weekend. There was also immense evidence 
of the growth of singing talent, both girls and boys. An 

increasingly confident Choir appeared and there were Gd 

excerpts from the strikingly brilliant production of 

Cabaret, a show which deserved more than three 

awards, which it received in the local District School 99 
Board of Niagara critics competition. At either end of 

the room there was massive evidence of a number of ex- 

cellent artistic pieces, several of which had been men- 

tioned in the regular weekly pushpages which come out. This exhibition was a moment where we 
could all stand back, literally, and have the space to see just how creative the school has been. That it 
is vital for us to recognize all these talents, collectively, is an important comment on the whole 
school. 


To have a new vision of the future it has always first been necessary to have a new vision of the past. 
Schools generate their own momentum and the artistic side of life is ever more important. Last sum- 
mer a number of us read a book by the American author Daniel Pink called A Whole New Mind. It 
claims that education in the immediate future will become a period where the creative instincts of 
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what is known as “right-brained thinking” are going to be what distinguishes great 21st century ed- 
ucative institutions. A 24/7 place like Ridley, with its combined programme of athletics, (healthy 
body), and arts, (creative thinking), is fertile ground for moving far beyond the left-brained age of 
measurement, the thinking of yesteryear. The possibilities afforded by right-brain thinking are infinite. 


In encouraging such development at Ridley one feature above all became the jewel in the crown of 
this year. Those students who went to the VEX Robotics World Championships in Dallas in late April 
were passionately inspired by Mr. Rodney Reimer. They had an unforgettable experience. The ro- 
botics enterprise literally burst onto the Ridley consciousness. Their incredible successes which 
were well recognized in the award of four major trophies at what was a world event, inclusive of 
some 400 schools, spoke volumes for this team. They were truly innovative 
and definitely thinking creatively. Several of those who were successful 
move on from this graduating class. They do so, satisfied in the knowledge 
they have left a vital new legacy which will need to be nurtured further by fu- 
ture generations. 














Such achievements, artistically and athletically, are vital — they do not neces- 
sarily fit any particular time or place; rather they are like a great diamond 
which reflects light in many different ways.

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What’s In A Name? 


There are few schools anywhere which can boast of four generations 

actively involved in the same institution. Such is the case with the Iggulden 
family: C.W. “Cap” Iggulden who was the father of A.C. “Andy” Iggulden, who 
was the father of Brian ‘67, Paul ‘72, and Anne. Brian, who returned to Ridley in 
1978 with his wife Rosemary, is the father of Natalie ‘98 and Michael ‘01. Each 
generation of Ridleians has its own memories of these individuals, all unique 
and all significant in the life of Ridley at their particular time. Together they en- 
compass ninety years of institutional history and do much not only to cement 
their names in Ridley’s annals but also to cement the high reputation of the 
school amongst its graduates.

Captain Iggulden came to Ridley in 1920 to take over the gymnastic and physical training aspects of the school 
and to assist with the Cadet Corps as his predecessor and Cadet founding father, Colonel Thairs, neared his retire- 
ment. The captain had had a remarkable career in the British army which, of course, included distinguished serv- 
ice in the First World War. Emigration to Canada followed and the opportunity to work at Ridley opened a new 
chapter in his life. By 1924, Captain Iggulden was in charge of the Cadet program and it was there that he made an 
indelible mark on a whole generation of students through 1946. “Cap” had the same idea of a Ridley boy that he 
inherited from Colonel Thairs and ultimately from Dr. Miller, Ridley’s found- 
ing Headmaster — that a boy should first be a gentleman. Most of Cap’s gener- 
- ation of students often recalled his words “Step out lads! It’s not hey day, go 

_ day, God send pay day”, or “Take your hands out of your pockets”. As a main- 

_ stay of Ridley’s discipline, he completed his 25th year in 1945 with his own 
retirement in sight. In September that year, the family received word that 
their son, Andrew, had been released from a Japanese prisoner-of-war camp. 
They had had no word of his fate over the previous three-and-a-half years. 


' Andrew Iggulden did not take over the cadet and physical education respon- 
sibilities until 1949. By that time he had regained his health and was taking 
part in cadet training at Camp Ipperwash. The military cadet camps which 
blossomed in the 1950s provided No.162 with much effective student leader- 
ship which Lieutenant, then Captain, then Major 
Iggulden would exploit. He did in fact follow Headmaster Hamilton's lead in 
insisting that the boys themselves should 
_crmernceeeen cle do the leading. Andy Iggulden also tapped 
Andy and “Cap” in conference 1949 into his many connections with various 
militia units to facilitate training. It was not 
long before his innovations began to appear at the Assaults-of-Arms and at the 
Inspections of the 1950s and 1960s. These included Bren Gun squads, First Aid 
squads, rocket groups, unarmed combat demonstrations, civil defense maneu- 
vers and displays of artillery pieces on the Ridley lawns. Andy believed in the 
importance and discipline of cadet training. As well, he maintained the tradi- 
tional activities (fencing, boxing, signals, shooting, gymnastics and band), 
which were all in line with the thinking of the Cold War decades. His additional 
giant contribution was to steer Cadets safely through the social turbulence of 
the 1960s. By the mid 1970s, Andy was beginning to slow down but he contin-

ued to be honoured every year by the Commanding Officers on behalf of all the cadets. On the day in 1968 when 
his promotion from Major to Lieutenant-Colonel was announced, the students responded with a standing ova- 
tion in the Great Hall. His most conspicuous public honour came at the Inspection of 1975 when the reviewing 
General pinned the 3rd clasp to his Canada Distinction medal which represented thirty years in the Canadian 
Cadet services. 


Andy’s sons, Brian and Paul did not follow the family’s military tradition. Both became what we like to regard as 
typical “Ridley boys”. This in spite of growing up in the shadow of their father’s school involvements. Brian, re- 
turning to Ridley in 1978, had been a superb student athlete, excelling in soccer, hockey and especially cricket. He 
captained both First Team Hockey and First Team Cricket in his final year. He also involved himself in Acta, the 
cadet band, public speaking and the Student’s Council. He was a Prefect in 1967,his graduating year. It was then 
on to an arts degree at Middlebury College. 


From 1972 to 1978, Brian had a successful teaching run at Crescent School but in early 1978, certain Board mem- 
bers were eager to promote the Sports Ridley concept and Brian was recruited as a perfect fit. This programme 
grew in many directions in the 1980s with Brian as Director. In 1983, Brian became involved with Admissions 
eventually becoming its Director. In 1986 Brian became involved in Ridley’s overall development which led to his 
becoming Director of Development and Alumni Affairs, as well as being the liaison person with the Family Guild 
and the Ridley College Association. He coached First Team Hockey in the 1980s and into the early 1990s. His thirty- 
one year career at Ridley was capped in 2007 when he was appointed Deputy Head of School, two years before his 
retirement in 2009. Brian’s involvement in a wide variety of Ridley’s activities over the years underlies an even 
more significant contribution to the school’s institutional history. It was his myriad connections with the wider 
Ridley family both near and far that was such an immeasurable benefit to the school. His genuine and welcoming 
engagement with alumni, students, parents and visitors alike was his true hallmark. 


There are, in addition, other significant Igguldens who fill out —jwg-apagyy 
the family tree. Brian’s wife Rosemary became the first house- 
master of Gooderham East when it became a girls 

residence in 1981. In the 1990s and into the 21st century, she 
often accompanied Brian on his many trips abroad on behalf 
of the school. Daughter, Natalie ‘98, was a prefect and totally 
involved in sports and extra-curricular activities. Son Michael 
‘01, distinguished himself as an athlete particularly in hockey, 
as a prefect and as Commanding Officer of Cadets in 2001. Paul 
Iggulden ‘72, was a match with Brian in athletics, excelling in 
football, soccer, hockey and cricket. He too engaged in numer- 
ous activities including debating, cheerleading and the band. 
He was the Drum Major in his final year and successfully 
tossed the mace over the gate at Church Parade. He maintains 
his Ridley connections as a faithful class agent. His son, Colt Michael, Natalie (with daughter Sophie), Rosemary

volved when Andrew’s third child, Anne, went to school but she grew up surrounded by Ridley traditions 
eventually becoming the wife of Bob Snowden, Acting Head of school in 1994/95. Their son, Scott ‘97, was a lifer, a 
prefect and the Regimental Sergeant Major in cadets in his final year. 





2) she meant that the person is more important than the 
actual name. In Ridley’s case, these Iggulden persons personify all that is good for the institution embodying as 
they all did, and do, loyalty, tradition, honour and active participation in Ridley’s affairs. Theirs is truly a lasting 
legacy.

As a result of 2) 
this exercise, we made many adjustments to our operations in the 2009-2010 school year. 


While total support to Ridley was 3.4 million the real success was our ability as a community to buck a 
significant philanthropic trend in North America. Since 2008, the number of leadership gifts has been 
on the decline, this is the group of donors that provide non-profits 80%-90% of their funding. While 
2009 saw a real decline in this category of support Ridley’s leadership gift population grew by an 
impressive 42%. This industry-leading statistic is a real testament to the commitment and belief the 
Ridley community has for its school. With increased support at this level, the community strengthens 
the school’s financial foundation. 


We are excited about the coming year and look forward to continuing our outreach into the commu- 
nity to create partnerships that advance Ridley College.
